THE “GREAT FIGHT” BETWEEN THE “GIANTS.” 


We are afraid that the pugilistic encounter which took place on 
Tuesday last between O’Baldwin and Marsden is not calculated to 
do much towards the resuscitation of the undoubtedly waning for- 
tunes of the P. R. From first to last the account of the fight, as it 
has been furnished by all those who had an opportunity of witness- 
ing it, is in the highest degree unsatisfactory, A great deal af noise 
was made about this match, and from the preliminary notices that 
had been published respecting it, all real admirers of the “ noble 
art of self defence” had been led to believe that a really honest, 
well-conducted fight was about to come off, and that after it was 
over the better man of the two would have been declared the victor. 
Is this so? Will any impartial reader who peruses the report which 
we publish elsewhere of this disgraceful attempt at a ‘ prize 
fight” maintain that there has been a real fight, and that the referee 
has given his decision in favour of the best man? It is stated that 
at the close Marsden was getting very much the worst of it, and all 
the chances were against him; but certain it is that after the fight 
he exhibited very slight marks of punishment, and who can tell but 
a chance blow might have turned the fortunes of the day?

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A SINGULAR STORY. 

The bustle now daily observable in the Champ de 
quent upon the preparations for the Exhibition, has induced the 
papers to notice—not, probably, for the first time—that in an obscure 
corner of waste land between the Avenne de la Bourdonnaye and 
the Rue de l'Université there is a colossal statue in bronze of Louis 
XVI, which anybody may 82° by peeping through a grating. This 
statue, a splendid work of art, and perhaps the largest in the world, 
being twenty-two French feet high, and weighing 100,0001bs. 
French, was cast in Paris in 1829 by order of Charles X., and was 
intended to be erected in a public place of Bordeaux. The reason, 
as given by the journals, why the statue was never sent to its desti- 
nation is, that the municipality of that city declined to incur the 
anormous expense of the transport of such a mass of metal. It has 
been suggested that now that the railway would convey Louis XVI. 
from Paris to Bordeaux for a trifling sum, the Bordeaux people 
would do well to claim their property, and endow their city with a 
grand novelty. Probably they will, if they can, make out their title. 
But the Evénement gives a most extraordinary explanation indeed of 
the true grounds for the seclusion of the statue. It does not know 
the name of the sculptor, but says that it was cast by Crozatier, an 
eminent bronze founder, who died in Paris in 1855. This Crozatier, 
after his splendid copy of the Venetian horses of Bosio, which yet 
ornament the triumphal arch of the Carrousel, was presented to 
Charles X., who made him a Chevalier of the Legion of Honour, 
and at the same time gave him the order for the colossal statue of 
Louis XVI, He took the utmost pains with the work, which he 
expected to be the greatest of his life. But, wonderful to tell, and 
difficult to believe, when the molten metal had cooled, and the mould 
was removed, it turned out that the statue, perfect in every other 
respect, had no head! The bronze meant to form the head had in 
some way escaped through fissures intended only to carry off super- 
fluity. Crozatier, though terribly vexed at this failure, set to work 
and remedied it in a few hours. But the story having reached the 
ears of the Duchess d’Angouléme, she saw the hand of God in the 
accident, and exclaimed, ‘‘ For Heaven’s sake, let us spare this ven- 
erable memory from any further insult.” These words were at the 
time equivalent to a command, and so the statue was left from that 
day to this hidden among heaps of rubbish.

The little town of Aschaffenburg has just had the gratification of 
paying the following ‘‘little bills:”—For the dinners of General 
Vogel von Falkenstein, on the 15th and 16th July, 1,274 florins 
24 kr.; for those of General Manteuffel, on the 16th, 17th, 18th, 19th, 
and 20th, 1,412 florins 6 kr.; for General von Flies, on the 20th 
and 2lst, 299 florins 15 kr.; and General Mantevffel again on his 
return, for two dinners, 483 florins 27 kr. Making a total, for the 
honour of feeding these Prussian generals for a week, of 3,465 
florins (£297). General Vogel von Falkenstein has, in consequence 
of his exactions received the nickname of Der Raub- Vogel— the 
bird of prey. 

SHIPW RECK. AND SAD LOSS OF LIFE. 

A distressing event occurred at Boulogne-sur-Mer during the 
heavy gale last week. Tue brig Mayflower, 202 tons burthen, 
from Sunderland to Treport, laden with coals, came ashore about ten 
o'clock, nearly opposite the Establissement des Bains ; and notwith- 
standing the lifeboat lay at ease, within a cable’s length of the 
unfortunate vessel, no aid could be afforded, and four even out of a 
crew of five perished miserably. It seems that the captain of the 
brig, which was in a very bad condition, finding her almost water- 
logged, tried to make the port, but being :gnorant of the course, 
steered N.E. instead of S.W. The brig broke to pieces directly 


she touched the shore. The critical position was visible to thousands, 


S me men of the Rhine, which had just entered the port, and some 
of another of the London steamers, which was lying inside, rushed 
to the shed where the lifeboat was, apparently ready for every 
emergency, on the east jetty, but it was locked up, and no key could 
be found, and when at last the key was brought, these men, being 
quite inexperienced, could make no use of her, only one French 
official being present to direct their operations. In the meanwhile, 
the crew of the brig was heard shouting and screaming for help in

THE EXECUTION AT ST. PETERSBURG. 

A letter from St. Petersburg, dated the 15th, in the Nord, gives 
some details of the execution of Karakozow :—‘‘I have this instant 
returned from the execution of the would-be regicide. _ A notice in 
the papers yesterday informed the public that the execution would 
take place this morning at seven, in the great equare of Smolensk, 
at the end of Vassili Ostrof. I was there at half-past six. There 
was alrealy a crowd of perhaps more than 50,000. Many carriages 
were standing in the neighbouring streets. In the middle of the 
square a gallows was erected, and not far from it a pillory, with a 
platform, at about the height of a man. At afew minutes before 
seven the cart arrived, escorted by a picket of cavalry, with the con- 
demned seated on a raised bench, so that everyone could see him. 
He was dressed in black, and had his back to the horses. On his 
breast was a label, with the words, ‘Karakozow, regicide.’ His 
arms were tied behind his back, and he was livid. Getting out of 
the cart he stumbled, but the executioners’ assistants sustained him. 
After a few steps he seemed to recover himself, and walked firmly 
to the pillory. The crowd was attentive and silent. I heard some 
peasants and workmen say, ‘The wretch has deserved it. . May God 
pardon him; but he ought to die.’ A secretary of the Senate, in 
full uniform, approached the condemned, and read the sentence in a 
distinct and audible voice. Karakozow listened attentively. His 
head was at first bent down to the left ina listening attitude, and 
then fell over to the right, as if he could hardly sustain it. When 
the reading of the sentence was concluded, a priest advanced to the 
criminal with a crucifix in his hands. Karakozow kissed the cross 
very devoutly, fell down on his knees, and received the benediction 
of the priest. He then bowed to the people in every direction. 
Several voices were heard to say, ‘May God pardon him.’ The 
two executioners then bandaged his eyes, and covered him with a 
shroud, which they had some difficulty in putting on, He was then 
conducted from the pillory to the gallows. The cord was placed 
round his neck, and at a signal from the head of the police, he 
was launched into eternity. His death was instantaneous. At half- 
past seven the body was taken down and placed in a black coffin. 
The crowd dispersed calm, silent, and reflecting.”

The relationships between a mistress and her servants becomes 
sometimes of & very trying kind. One of the most vitally interesting 
questions to all housekeepers is, “ How am I to manage my ser- 
vants?’ Everyone has heard of the old-fashioned type of servant 
who spent her whole life in one family, who entered the service as a 
young girl, and left it only when death put an end to all earthly con- 

ditions. A modification of the same kind of servant was the 
cne who only left when she married and began housekeep- 
_ing on her own account. We say these have been heard of, 
and, in some instances, our readers may even have been 
fortunate enough to be acquainted with such specimens of 
a class, rare in occurrence, and valued because of their rarity 
and worth. We cannot think that servants of this faithful 
sort can ever have been extremely common. The qualities 
which tend.to the production of a devoted servant do not 
exist very generally in any class of society. But we must ac- 
knowledge, if we are to believe testimony on the subject, 
that at least such dependents existed formerly more often 
than they do now. We do not propose at the present time 
to enter on our opinions as to the possible causes of this de- 
generacy. We wish merely to make the assertion, which 
we. are sure the painful experience of the majority of our 
readers will bear out, that servants, in many respects, are not 
what they used to be, The Betsies and Anns of our period 
develop wonderful powers of self-assertion, and they exhibit 

a decided tendency to righting themselves and getting rid of 

their grievances by an abrupt cutting asunder of the tie which 

binds them to their employers. Mistresses are in many 

cases only too well acquainted with the slight causes which will 
move their servants to “ give warning,” and doubtless have vivid 
recollections of the unpleasant inconveniences to which they have 
been occasionally subjected through the unforeseen secession of one 
of the household. A still more annoying event, however, is that 
which sometimes takes place when a servant insists on leaving her 
situation at once without giving “ warning » at all; or when, as has 
come to our personal knowledge, she has taken French leave, and 
gone off without saying a word about the matter. —The Queen.

_ they were burnt as soon as possible. Dr. E. Richardson, surgeon to 


the Whitechapel Workhouse, said that the cause of deceased’s death 
was effusion of serum into the chest, accelerated by want of food and 
warmth from clothes. The Coroner having remarked upon the case, 
and complimented the lodging-house ‘‘ deputy ” for her humanity to- 
wards the unfortunate deceased, the jury returned a yerdict in ac- 
cordance with the doctor's evidence.

FrEEmAsonry In Fraxor.—We read in the Sizcle—'''The utmost 
latitude, up to the present day, has been accorded to Freemasons. 
They have been in the habit of discussing at their meetings all sorts 
of philosophical questions. The Avenir lodge of Paris had instituted 
a committee of free-thinkers, whose opinions had been adopted by 
the whole body. They admitted no other truths but those that are 
demonstrated by reason ; no other moral law but that which is sanc- 
tioned by conscience. They believed that truth and justice thus 
manifested were the only rules of life, an incentive to virtue, a 
principle of civilisation, the affirmaticn of human dignity, and a 
guide for the accomplishment of the progressive mission of man. 
Thev declared that whilst they respected the liberty of every man 
on all religious questions, they only repudiated dogmatic and revealed 
religions as being at the present day the negation of conscience and 
80) They took an engagement to die out of the pale of all 
Teligious creeds, In consequence of. its promulgation of those views 
the Grand Master of the Masonic Order in France, General Melli- 
net, has suspended the Avenir lodge for a term which the council of 
the order has limited to six months, The decree is grounded on the 
following considerations :-—‘ Freemasonry respects the religious faith 
and the political opinions of each of its members, ‘but it formally 
interdicts to its assemblies any discussion of religious or political 
subjects which may be calculated to give rise to a controversy on 
different religions, or to a criticism on the acts of the civil authority 
and the different forms of Government.’

Count 
Edgar de Praslia purchased in June last of M. Tony Montel a park 
hack, warranted to go in harness, The price paid was the handsome 
one of 3,500fr. The next day, when, after a canter in the/ Bois de 
Boulogne, the horse came to be cleaned, it was discovered that there 
were sevcral holes in his feet which had: been‘artfully plugged with 
tar and a substance resembling india-rubber, the whole covered over 
with a crust of black polish, which made the .blemished hoof look 
exceedingly round and smocvth.

RussraNIsiné Potannp.—The Correspondence Russe, a semi-official

6, To order the use of the Russian language 
only in the two schools for boys and girls at Sulwalki. | 7, To 
organise in the kingdom of Poland mixed schools for the Jewish 
population, in which the instruction shall be in the Russian lauguage. 
To convert the two schools of Lublin and those of Zomza, Praga, 
and Warsaw into mixed ones, 8. T'o introduce the Russian language 
for all branches of teaching in the Jews’ infant school.” os 

Tue Law in Rossta.—The following extract from.a St, Peters- 
burg letter in the Indépendance Belge shows that. in Russia the 
horror of the law and its judges is impartially exercised ;—‘} Count 
L , one of the Emperor’s aides-de-camp, was summoned a 
month ago before a judge, on. the complaint of a tradesman to 
whom he neglected to paya small account. The count at first re- 
fused to appear, but at the third summons, being warned that he 
risked being condemned by default to an imprisonment of two 
months, he attended before the magistrate and paid the money, 
saying—‘ He preferred to pay without discussion rather than have 
anything to do with a tribunal of clodhoppers’ (in Russian, * Kho- 
lopskoy Soude’). The: judges arrested him, and sentenced him to 
a week’s imprisonment for contempt of court. The count applied 
to the Emperor in order to escape his sentence, but his Majesty 
replied that all he could do for him was to intercede with the judge 
to change his sentence to six weeks confinement in his own house, 
which was done, and the count is now undergoing it, The second 
affair happened at Moscow. A rich widow, Mdme. Mazourine, well 
known from her ostentatious piety and for the large sums which she 
spent in building churches and convents, took it into her head to 
refuse payment of a small debt, and the matter going before the 
tribunal an order was ultimately issued to seize her furniture. The 
police arrived to carry out the sentence, when they found the door 
fast, and in spite of their summons in ihe name of the law it re- 
mained unopened, They then attempted to scale the wall, when the 
mistress of the house ordered a number of savage dogs to be let 
loose. Seeing this, the police retired and Mdme. Mazourine was 
summoned to appear before the macistrate ard has been condemned 
to two months’ imprisonment,” —~ 3

LeGaAL AND PROFESSIONAL SrRvicEs.—An action has been tried 
in the county court at Whitby, brought by Mr. Thomas Peirson, 
solicitor, of Whitby, against Mr. Charles Bagnall, M.P. for the 
borough of Whitby, for the sum of £16 11s., for legal and profes- 
sional services rendered during the last election. It seems that on the 
day that Géorge Hudson, the “ Railway King,” was taken to York 
Castle, Mr. Charles Bagnall was induced to come forward as a candi- 
date for the borough of Whitby. The following day was the day 
of nomination, and the succeeding day was the polling day. On the 
declaration of the poll being made by the returning officer, Mr. 
Bagnall was declared the “member for Whitby.” On the termina- 
tion of the election the various claims were sent in to the representa- 
tive of the new member, some of which have been settled. The 
plaintiff in this case, however, after applying on various occasions 
for the amount of his claim, was communicated with by the solici- 
tors of Mr. Bagnall, who offered him ten guineas for his services, 
This Mr. Peirson refused to accept, and hence the present proceed- 
ings. After hearing the evidence, his honour briefly recapitulated, 
and said he should allow five guineas for the usual retaining fee, 
and £3 10s. per day for the two following days, or twelve guineas in 
all. Mr. Peirson then asked his honour to allow the costs of the 
day, which was granted. The case excited an unusual amount of 
interest. 

INHUMAN TREATMENT or A LuNatIc.—Mr. Tubbds, the assistant- 
overseer of Marylebone, attended before Mr. Mansfield at the police- 
court to make the following statement, He said,—this morning Mr, 
Overton, one of the outdoor inspectors of poor, called his attention to 
a very peculiar care. From the information he received he was in- 
duced to go with Mr. George Benson Baker, one of the parochial 
surgeons, to 12, Dorchester-place. He knocked at the door, which 
was opened by a stout, middle-aged woman, and he asked to be shown 
a lunatic who he had heard was in the house. She said she was the 
person spoken of, and was she not in ber right mind? She was 
questioned very closely and equivocated very much in her answers. 
Ultimately they ot access to the back attic, and there they saw what 
completely horrified them. Crouched in the corner was &@ woman, 
whose age he had ascertained was fifty-three. She was almost in a 
nude state, having only a dirty piece of rag to cover her. Her flesh 
was begrimed with dirt and covered with vermin. She was blind 
and deformed, and weighed no more than a child nine or ten years of 
age. Her language was exceedingly bad. She swore at the woman 
whom they first saw and, calling her cousin, shrieked for food. Her 
right arm was covered with coagulated blood, and her right arm and 
other parts of her were very much excoriated. In the room were 
found a small bit of fried fish, a piece of stale bread, and about a 
quarter of an ounce of sour-smelling cooked meat. The object of his 
application now was for his worship to issue his order fur the medical 
gentlemen to examine into her state of mind, as there could be no 
doubt as to her being a lunatic. She could then be legally removed 
t? the workhouse infirmary. Mr. Mansfield made the necessary 
order. 

THe CANNON Stauzr MurpEr.—John McLaughlin, aged twenty- 
five a costermonger, was charged at Clerkenwell. with assaulting 
William Smallman also a costermonger, of 9, Baron-street, Penton- 
ville. The complainant stated that he was a witness at the trial at 
the Central Criminal Conrt in the case of the late murder in Cannon- 
atreet, and whenever the prisoner met him he called after him about 
that affair. Yesterday the prisoner struck him in the stomach, and 
then threw stones at him and knocked him down. The prisoner also 
awore that he would take his life, and was in the constant habit of 
abusing him. The prisoner said that he did hit the complainant, but 
that was because he annoyed him, and as for the assault, what he 
did was done in self-defence. The magistrate ordered the prisoner to 
pay a fine of 20s., or in default to be imprisoned and kept to hard 
labour in the House of Correction for fourteen days.

On Monday Mr. F. Dewar, lately at the Prince of Wales's, made 
his first appearance here, Mr, Tom Taylor’s comic drama, ‘‘ All that 
Glitters is not Gold” being revived apparently for the purpose of 
furnishing him with the character of Stephen Plum for his debut. 
Mr. Dewar is an actor who plays certain types of character excel- 
lently, and Stephen Plum is a fair specimen of one of these types. 
The impersonation was a thoroughly successful one, and secured for 
the actor a warm reception. The comedy—one of its author's happiest 
efforts in the lighter vein—was otherwise for the wost part well 
played. Miss M. Oliver played, with her usual mixture of charming 
grace and emotional earnestness, the part of the Factory Girl, 
Martha Gibbs, Mr. W. H. Stephens was a very good Jasper Plum.

Mr. Henry Leslie, the author of the very popular “ Orange Girl, 

&c , has supplied this theatre with a new drama in a prologue and 
three acts. The drama is of the sensational order, and has the 
tolerably sufficient title of ‘‘The Sin and the Sorrow. , Bigamy, 
that favourite ingredient in the manufacture of “sensation” stories, 
dramatic and otherwise, once more does duty as a fulcrum for the 
plot. One Harland (Mr. A. Rayner) has in his mad youth, prior to 
the opening of the drama, been trapped into a marriage with @ dis- 
solute woman. On his wedding-day he discovers that his wife, 
instead of being, as has been represented to him, the sister of the 
‘‘friend” who has to a great extent, brought about the match, is that 
‘¢ friend’s” mistress. In disgust and shame he leaves his wife and 
flies to Mexico. Here, after a time, learning that his wife is dead, 
he marries Anita, a young woman he has learned to love in his new 
home. On the very day of his marriage, however, his first wife 
appears before him. This woman, who calls herself Olivia, makes 
no claim upon Harland, and indeed does not notice him. She is 
intent upon following Pedro (Mr. W. James), a designing Mexican 
and rejected suitor of Anita’s, whom she persecutes with her love. 
Coincident with Harland’s appalling encounter with this woman, 
appears Marduke (Mr, C, Mortimer), the very man at whose conni- 
vance Harland’s first marriage took place, the “friend that gave 
Harland his ‘‘sister” to wife. Marduke isa desperate villain, a pirate, 
a murderer, and everything bad besides, He from that time forth holds 
the disclosure of the first marriage in terror aver Harland’s head. 
After a time he plays the secret into the hands of Pedro, who, burn- 
ing with a desire for revenge upon his successful rival in the affections 
of Anita, has followed Harland and his wife to London, Harland is 
here holding a high position in a merchant’s office, and is about to 
succeed to that merch&nt’s business, when Pedro makes his 
appearance, and with the connivance of Olivia, still the love- 
lorn follower and abject slave of Pedro, denounces him as a 
bizamist. The officers of the law are on the spot, and at the 
suit of the alleged first wife Harland is about to be removed, 
when Anita, to save her husband, deliberately burns her mar- 
riage certificate, and declares that she herself has never been 
married to Harland. Harland protests, but is not believed ; and 
being discarded by his employers he suddenly disappears. He 
makes his way, as it afterwards appears, to Mexico, for the purpose 
of procuring proofs of his marriage with Anita ; and reappearing in 
England he establishes the fair fame of his self-sacrificing. wife, This 
act, however, is calculated to entail upon him a reinstitution of the 
charge of bigamy. And it would do go, but that in the meantime 
dissension has broken out in the camp of the conspirators. Olivia, 
her love for Pedro turned into hate by his perfidy, refuses to act as 
accuser of Harland ; and, instead, declares that she is not the latter's 
first wife but that wife’s sister, the first wife having died some 
months prior to Harland’s marriage with Anita. ‘This fairly ingeni- 
ous and interesting plot is somewhat obscured by the dramatist’s 
manipulation. The incidents are much too numerous, and the action 
much too involved to allow the story fair play. The audience are 
evidently very much in the dark as to the motives of the characters 
during the greater portion of the action, and are not thoroughly en- 
lightened at the close. The piece js excellently played by Messrs. 
A. Rayner, W. James, C, Mortimer, Misses Lizzie Mandlebert, Jane 
Coveney, and the company generally, Messrs. Jackson and Manning, 
and Miss M. A. Victor, shine in the comic business, which, by 
reason of its superior intelligibility, takes rather a prominent posi- 
tion in the sympathies of the audience, Mr. Jackson is particularly 
good in his portrayal of the jolly and generous old merchant, 
Harland’s master. Mr. Manning ‘and Miss M. A. Victor play a 
Cockney barber and his wife, and are very amusing. They have 
several long scenes allotted to them in the drama, though in reality 
they have nothing to do with the plot. The drama has been put 
upon the stage very completely as regards scenery, dresses, and those 
now quite indispensable adjuncts of your grand drama, incidental 
dances. The scenery is by Messrs, Messender and Soames, and the 
dances have been arranged by Mr. Cormack. The author himself 
has superintended the production of the drama. The after-piece 
during the present week has been “ The Bargeman of the Thames.”

Sir,—Your inflated fivepenny brother, in his last week’s impression, 
has thought it right and proper to travel out of his way to insult a 
body of respectable men who are in the habit of dabbling in “ ama- 
teur theatricals.” In reviowing “Our Roving Commissioner on his 
Travels,” the great theatrical high-priced thus speaks: ‘ Amateur 
acting is generally sufficiently grotesque to be laughable when truth- 
fully recorded, and stands in no need of such absurd additions as those 
given to it by the author in the paper called Visiting the Amateurs. 
Such a description may make those ignorant of such exhibitions laugh, 
but to others whose uNroRTUNATE DUTY makes them familiar with such 
displays, the account is simply ridiculous.” That his views will not 
be endorsed by the theatrical profession generally, I have every reason 
to belive. Have not amateurs been the means of putting in circula- 
lation a vast amount of money, which has found its way into the 
hands of scene-psinters, costumiers, Dramatic Authors’ Society, the 
printers of dramas and farces, and to those ladiés and gentlemen (pro- 
fessional) who have assisted?

THE GREAT REFORM. DEMONSTRATION, AT 
MANCHESTER. 
The proceedings at Manchester on Monday in connection with the 
Reform demonstration were @ good deal interfered with by the rain. 


Nevertheless, there was a procession and an open air gathering in 
the afternoon, at which resolutions were moved and seconded 
simultaneously from six platforms, 


The resolutions protested 
‘against the perpetuation of class government, by the exclusion of 


the great majority of the people from the Franchise,” and declared 
that the meeting refused. *‘to allow itself to be made an instrument 
to further the views of contending parties or the selfish interest of 
any class ;’ while it pledged itself ‘to adopt all means of organising 
and agitating for the only just basis of representation—registered 
residental manhood ‘suffrage and the ballot.’

SERIOUS CHARGE AGAINST TWO ITALIAN OPERA 
, SINGERS. 

Giuseppe Capello and Jiane Barlesea, the Ttalian opera singers 
arrested on a charge of stabbing, were brought before Mr. M’ Dermott 
at Capel-street, Police-court, Dublin. The complainant, a man 
named Donnelly, stated that at half-past eleven o'clock on 
Saturday night he invited a companion into M‘Dermott’s boarding- 
house, in Marlborough-street to get some drink. In the hall 
they were met by the prisoners, who were lodging there, and 
Barlesea told them they had no business there, and that 
they should go to the shop adjoining for drink. They persisted 
in endeavouring to enter, saying that they would pay their 
way. <A scuffle ensued, and, Donnelly, as he alleged, was 
knocked down by Barlesea with a poker, and soon afterwsrds stabbed 
by Capello with a knife, in the ribs and arm. The wounds, however, 
were very slight, The knife was found with the prisoner in the 
house. For the defence it was alleged that Donnelly and his 
companion were the aggressors, and the Italians bore the marks of 
very rough treatment. The police proved that the complainant and 
his friend were very drunk, and when making the charge at the 
station-house, first accused other partirs. There being no reliable 
indentification of the person who used the knife, the case was 
dismissed. 


A MAN ATTENDING HIS OWN FUNERAL. 

A sensational story of more than usual piquancy has been pub- 
lished in the daily papers this week. It appears that a Frenchman, 
named Donat, whose life was insured for the sum of one hundred 
thousand francs, wished t) realise the amount; and therefore 
assuming a false name, he came to London, concocted a medical 
certificate of his death. ordered a coffin, and after causing a solemn 
funeral service to be celebrated in a Roman Catholic chapel, followed 
it to the grave in the cemetery at Leytonstone, When, however, 
his wife presented the certificate at Paris and demanded the amount 
of the insurance, suspicions, by some means, were aroused and pay- 
ment was refused. A French detective was sent to England, and 
after certain discoveries, obtained an order from the Home Secre 
for the exhumation of the body. He then proceeded to St. Patrick’s 
Cemetery, Low Leyton, Essex, and caused the coffin to bs raised, 
when it was found to be empty. In the meanwhile the Frenchman 
had vanished to America, but returning to Antwerp he was arrested 
by the Belgian authorities and handed over to his own Government, 
He now awaits his trial on the twofold charge of fraudulent bank.

Mars- 
den, however, was the first to begin business by trying his left, but 
was knocked back by O'Baldwin who Several times in succession 
landed his left heavily on the mouth. left side of the head, and fore- 
head, and finished the round by sending Marsden to grass by a flush 
hit with the. left on the mouth. : 

Round 9—O’ Baldwin had now taken a strong lead, and no sooner 
was Marsden in front of him than he dished out his left on the mouth, 
and repeated the dose three times without a return, and finished the 
round by knocking Marsden off his legs, Time,.144 min. 

Round 10—0’ Baldwin bad it now all his Own way, and landed two or 
three straight left-handers on the lett cheek and mouth, drawing the 
blood in streams from the latter. Marsden tried all he could to stem 
the tide, but was again sent to mother earth, 

Kound 11 was a very short one, for O’ Baldwin punched his man all 
round the ring, doing as he liked with him, and poor Marsden was 
sent down allofaheap. Time, 16 min, 

When time was ca!led for the next round, O’Baldwin walked from 
his second’s knee to the centre of the ring, but Marsden was very slow 
in following, and it was not until after being repeatedly called by the 
referee that he was led to the scra'ch, No soobper had he advanced 
towards his opponent (who was quietly awaiting his approach) than a 
scene of the most ruffianly description ensued, for the roughs in Mars- 
den’s corner, seeing that he was getting all the worst of the fight, broke 
into the ring, aud missiles of all descriptions (including even the tin 
bow] used for Marsdeu’s water) were thrown at O'Baldwin, They also 
got between the men, and one miscreant struck Jem Dillon a heavy 
blow with a loaded stick, ioflicting a very severe cut over his left eye, 
During this disgraceful scene the reféres left the ring-side, and 
O' Baldwin also left the ring, but Marsden for come minutes remained 
witiin the ropes, The referee, on being applied to for his opinion, 
refused, in the face of such doings, te giveit, but on his arrival in tow 
he unhesitatingly gave his decision in favour of O’ Baldwin. .
